T HERE are breeders of pure bred cattle 


in every clime and not a few as well 

who are engaged in agriculture gener- 
ally who will hear with regret of the death 
of Mr. James R. Barclay, who has passed 
away in the midst of his many activities. 
Trained to Journalism and its never-ending 
work he had been for long an ardent advo- 
cate of the inherent merits of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed and within his experience 
he saw this local variety of cattle from the 
place of its nativity in a few counties in

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the North-East of Scotland, proclaim its 
supremacy in the beef markets of the world, 
so that today it is to be found not only on 
the pastures of the British Isles but occupy- 
ing a new home and winning fresh triumphs 
throughout North America, on the South 
African veldt, on the rolling pampas of 
South America, as throughout Australasiam 
and acknowledged everywhere by practical 
men to be in the matter of beef quality at 
the head of all bovine races. What in Lon- 
don fetched the highest price per stone as 
“Prime Scots” in one of the most particular 
markets of the world has continued its 
triumphant march in the United States and 
in Buenos Aires, wherever in fact quality 
is a potent factor in values, so that in Chi- 
cago stock yards and in the freezing works 
of the Argentine capital the price it brings 
is that which is freely paid for the best on 
the market. 

Mr. Barclay had not been in a satisfact- 
ory state of health for some time. A few 
years ago he was severely handicapped by 
an eye affection which developed into catar- 
act and he had been very patient under the 
imposed restriction until an operation had 
helped to remove the disability. Some time 
thereafter he contracted the illness from 
which he did not recover, but almost to the 
day of his death he listened to his letters 
and dictated replies. He passed away on 
Saturday morning (May 18th) and died 
practically in the harness. His passing is 
widely mourned. 

James Rust Barclay was born at Banff 
on April 9th, 1875, so that he had just pass- 
ed his 69th birthday. .. Mr. Barclay mar- 
ried in September 1914 Miss Jeannie Ann 
Macpherson, eldest daughter of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. John Macpherson, of Mains of Mul- 
ben and of Achlochrach, Dufftown, and there 
is one daughter of the marriage, Miss Jean- 
nie, a graduate in Arts of Aberdeen Uni- 
versity. 


(To your editor Mr. Barclay had been a 
very close friend for many years, acting as 
a supplier of data and occasional special 
articles for the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. It 
was upon cable invitation that he supply 
something special for the Silver Annivers- 
ary number for August that the fact of his 
passing first came to this office. The May 
16th issue of the Banffshire Journal had 
been delayed somewhere in the mails, com- 
ing to hand only as the last forms for this 
issue were ready to go to press, thus af- 
fording the opportunity to present the above 
extract. Friends of Mr. Barclay are num- 
bered by scores in the United States. 
Through his office as secretary of the 
British Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Society 
it was his duty to supply necessary papers 
for the export of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
from his native land to the United States, 
a task that he always carried out in the 
most minute detail and with immediate dis- 
patch. We Americans shall miss him too.—

The ability of our forebears to peer in- 
to the future, their everlasting faith, unto 
death, that the Bonnie Blacks were des- 
tined to dominate the beef cattle world, 
should serve to remind us to be steadfast, 
courageous, determined to march forward. 
Our younger admirers of the breed are do- 
ing a wonderful work in the way of develop- 
ing and promoting a better type of beef 
animal, a type that more closely resembles 
the ideal beast of modern requirements. To 
many, or most of these younger men and 
women we can say: Remember the words 
of dad when he said “stick to your Aber- 
deen-Angus, do your best to make them 
better, take what I have labored these many 
years to produce and make them better.” 
The Aberdeen-Angus breed in America is 
exceedingly fortunate in the fact that its 
first period of development was made under 
the scrutiny of so few genuine cattle men, 
who kept their herds within a small circle 
of enthusiastic, intelligent, sincere breeders.

Keep 
it that way by exercising the same vigi- 
lance throughout your operations. 

You breeders working in this period have 
many advantages over the pioneers who 
struggled against all sorts of handicaps to 
establish their herds and with them a place 
in the beef cattle sphere of this great na- 
tion. Wondrous results have emanated from 
the efforts of the careful, studious, pains- 
taking breeders of the past quarter cen- 
tury, of your accomplishments we all may 
well be proud. The tough going following 
world war number one brought out the good 
qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus breed as 
no other quarter century had done in this 
country. Farmers and breeders in distress 
soon discovered that their Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle were the most stable, the most sound 
and the most profitable equipment they 
possessed. Those days brought about a 
drastic culling that augured to the benefit 
of the breed as a whole, for in most cases 
someone was able to take the better in- 
dividuals and the better bred cattle to new 
homes, there to take advantage of the years 
of careful matings that they represented. 

It is largely from this seed stock, snatch- 
ed from the fire as it were, that a goodly 
portion of our top cattle today trace their 


heritage of superior quality and individual- 
ity. Scan critically the extended tabulations 
of the show yard winners, the top selling in- 
dividuals in the public auctions, the top sell- 
ing animals at private treaty, and one soon 
discovers that present day uniformity, breed 
type, breed character, and quality, all find 
root in the preservation of the top females 
in times of distress.

I’ll say they WOULD. It is to them that we 
owe all we have today in the way of im- 
provement in the breed. Shall we build so 
well now that our successors shall be just 
as proud of what we have done by the end 
of another quarter century? WE SHALL! 


Truth and fair dealing have an important 
part in the development of any enterprise. 
These important elements have been vigor- 
ously applied in the Aberdeen-Angus busi- 
ness. Don’t change that course. Remem- 
ber always, that our breed can go forward 
only as it finds favor with the beef making 
public, the American farmer and the Amer- 
ican commercial operator. Instill integrity, 
truthfulness, ambition, determination, into 
the minds and souls of your sons and daugh- 
ters that they may be in position to carry 
on still further toward the goal of per- 
fection. 


These have been twenty-five years of 
varied activity during which the writer has 
seen the country on both sides—I mean by 
night and by day—the hours have been 
long, interesting, and seldom tiresome. You, 
the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
have been more than good to this old sad- 
dler, you have been friends in the truest 
sense of the word. I am happy that you 
are just that. It is my ambition to ride 
with you and your sons and daughters, and

Hale Thompson, Hatfield, Missouri, writes of visit to 
Famous Old Dalmeny; comments on Breeding Herd. 


Elliston, Iowa, May 1, 1944. 


DEAR FRED: I am sending you a let- 
ter that we received from S/Sgt Hale 
Thompson, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
Thompson, of Hatfield, Missouri.

His sire, Bion, bred at Auchorachon, had 
won as a yearling and as a two year old at 
the Highland Society Show before being ac- 
quired by this already world-famous breed- 
ing establishment. 


The purchase price of Equilateral was 
only thirty-five guineas, but the purchase 
was made during a period of low prices. 
The annual Ballindalloch sale average of 
that year was only eighty-eight pounds, and 
the previous year it produced only half that 
amount, all of which indicates that the breed 
has suffered its ups and downs, as far as 
prices are concerned, in its native land as 
well as elsewhere, particularly in our own 
country, and any one who is so foolish as to 
think that this age-old maxim no longer 
exists is going to have a rude awakening 


some day. Pure bred values have always 
been pretty closely related to other values 
uring a given period and if breeders keep 
this truth in mind, there is no reason why 
the breeding business cannot be kept upon 
as stable a basis as any other useful and 
practical operation, Pardon this little diver- 
Pe from our main theme, I just thought 
at here was a good place to re-emphasize 
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an important business truth which, all too 
frequently, is ignored by over-zealous 
breeders. 

Not entirely satisfied with the results 
Equilateral was giving him, as a sire, Mr. 
Kerr started the search for another bull

strain of Prides of Aberdeen and his entire 
lineage was rich in the blood of Ballindal- 
loch. It would seem that Prince of the Was- 
sail’s individuality was in keeping with his 
illustrious breeding. We have no less an 
authority for this than Mr. James R. Bar- 
clay, secretary of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Socie- 
ty of Great Britain, 
who, in reporting the 
Perth Show of 1905, 
has this to say of 
Prince of the Wassail, 
“The judges, Messrs. 
Walker, Portlethan, 
Strachan, Fowlis, and 
Hendry, selected for 
the leading place, the 
Ballindalloch bull, 
Prince of the Wassail, 
by Delamere, and out 
of a Bion dam.

his breeding have been conspicuous as win- 
ners in other hands, both in Britain and 
elsewhere. The shows of our own country, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and the 
Argentine, have registered victories for ani- 
mals of Harviestoun breeding. 

The year 1905, which marked the epoch- 
making purchase of Juana Erica, also wit- 
nessed the acquirement of another animal 
which was destined to have a great in- 
fluence on the Harviestoun herd, as well as 
upon the Aberdeen-Angus breed as a whole, 
this was the bull, Prince of the Wassail 
(23751). Little wonder that this bull prov- 
ed to be such an important 
factor in the successes of the 
Harviestoun herd, when one 
considers his remarkable 
back ground. Seldom is such 
an array of sires found in one 
pedigree, which includes such 
historic names as Delamere, 
Bion, Vesuvius, Justice, and 
Young Viscount.

opinion of Mr. Kerr for he stuck to the 
lead in the bidding until he became the own- 
er at 300 guineas, the top price of the sale.” 

In the Harviestoun herd, Prince of the 
Wassail, proved a grand breeder, especially 
of bulls, some of his best known sons are 
Maramere, champion at the Royal and 
Highland Shows, exhibited by Mr. T. H. 
Bainbridge; Ben Vrackie which proved to 
be an outstanding sire in the herd of Colo- 
nel M’Inroy at The Burn, in whose hands 
he also won first as a two year old, at the 
Highland; and Ben Gloe which, before being 
exported to the Argentine, was second at 
the Highland, and champion at the Royal 
Dublin. 

As an example of what can be expected

where we find the record breaking sire, 
Bion, and, even to the present day, such 
well known sires as Vesuvius, Justice and 
Young Viscount. Then going on from Dela- 
mere, we find that, in addition to his great 
son, Prince of the Wassail, in the Ballindal- 
loch herd, he sired such illustrious sons as 
Ebbero (22399), which sold for the then 
record price of 450 guineas; Prince Forest 
(21106), which won for Colonel Smith 
Grant many show yard honors, including 
the championship at the Royal English 
Show; Khartoun of Ballindalloch (20732), 
the leading prize winner and great breeder 
in the Mulben herd before he was sold for 
export to the United States. These great 
bulls all came from his first crop of calves. 
The following year he sired Eblamere 
(29781), used exclusively in the Ballindal- 
loch herd and whose name appears in many 
of the best pedigrees of the breed. And it 
was the following year that he produced 
Prince of the Wassail and Elchi (23093), 
which stood next to Prince of the Wassail 
when the former won at Perth; Eblis of 
Ballindalloch (23070) the full brothers to 
Ebbero, who was exported to New Zealand, 
was born that year, also. Many more illus- 
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trious animals could be named amongst the 
progeny of Delamere but these are enough 
to prove his unusual power of inheritance, 
and, of further significance, is the fact that 
he was a full brother to Diaz, who even ex- 
celled Delamere as a show yard celebrity of 
that day. 

The foregoing is more pertinent to Brit- 
ish Aberdeen-Angus History than to the 
American version of it, but Delamere’s 
great influence as a sire made an indelible 
impress also upon the course of the breed 
in America, and, to my readers, may I say 
that I have the great satisfaction of know- 
ing that through my hands passed one of 
his most notable descendents, a cow which 
has probably had as great an influence on 
the destiny of the breed in America as any 
that ever lived. This cow was Eileen Lass, 
grand champion at the Chicago Internation- 
al of 1906 and subsequently, from a mating 
with the International champion, Black 
Woodlawn, she became the mother of Black 
Eileen which, when bred to the International 
grand champion, Oakville Quiet Lad, her 
half brother, produced Eileenmere 4th, the

head offered failed by more than a hundred 
dollars to make the sale average. Fifteen 
lots were under the sale average by more 
than two hundred dollars and eleven head 
were under the general average by more 
than three hundred dollars. There is but 
one way to remedy that situation and that 
is by offering nothing that does not meas- 
ure up to the standards of excellence that 
the sale merits. — 

It is not possible that all cattle be equal 
in quality, that all are equally well bred, 
that all are of equally good type and con- 
formation or that all are equally well fitted 
for the show and sale. Yet, for a sale of 
this nature, all cattle entered should be 
modern in type, high in quality, well fitted 
and of worthwhile pedigree. A better sale, 
a criterion sale cannot be held without type, 
quality, fitting and pedigree value. 

Some breeders may feel that they are 
being slighted by the committee’s refusal 
to accept their nominations. They should 
feel glad that the committee does refuse 
them. There can be no good publicity for 
a breeder to offer and sell the tail end cat- 
tle at such a sale. The sale expense is 
necessarily higher than that of most sales, 
and the poorer cattle, that always have and 
always will sell at prices far below the av- 
erage, are not worthy of such an expendi- 
ture to get them sold. In fact, they could 
likely be sold privately at better prices. 
Especially is that true if the criterion sale 
shows a definite mark-up in the values of

A. S. Wamboldt and his wife, of Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, work in a defense plant and live 
on a leased fifty acre farm near the city. 
But they have their eyes on the future for 
when the war is over they plan to move 
onto a ranch they have purchased in Colo- 
rado. In the meantime Mr. Wamboldt sees 
no reason why he should not get some ex- 
perience with cattle to determine the breed 
he will eventually raise on his Colorado 
ranch. 


Last November, with this in mind, the 
Oklahoma defense worker purchased thirty 
head of yearling cattle consisting of all 
three beef breeds, and several of mixed an- 
cestry “I wanted to see which would react 
the best and put on the most weight under 
the same feeding conditions,” Mr. Wam- 
boldt relates. “The feed I had available was 
not the best, for I had just leased my place 
in October. The total amount included 
thirty tons of kaffir, two tons of cotton- 
seed meal, 100 bushels of corn, five tons of 
prairie hay, salt and minerals. I kept the 
cattle in a closed barn at night, with plenty 
of ventilation and dry bedding. All my 
feed, with the exception of the cottonseed, 
was ground in a hammermill and fed in 
troughs. I fed the cattle twice a day in 
front of them at all times.” 


“I found that throughout the five months 
I had the cattle the Aberdeen-Angus were 
eating a majority of the time and during 
the day would forage in the pasture nearly 
all of the time. This was proved when I 
marketed the cattle the first of April. I 
found that the Aberdeen-Angus had gained 
over two-thirds of their original weight, and 
that they were far ahead of the other 
breeds. On the market they brought one 
cent a pound more than the other two 
breeds.”

HIS WAS MY FIRST TRIP into the 
‘T Eastern Territory and my first visit to 

Washington, D. C. and Virginia. It 
was a trip that was very enjoyable and 
while dispersion sales are not my specialty 
and was sorry that such a fine herd had to 
be disbanded, the sale proved to be excep- 
tionally good, with an average that many 
individual breeders would like to equal and 
proof again that quality of foundation stock 
is necessary to draw a crowd for the pur- 
ose of distributing the animals in any 
breeding herd. : 

Col. Roy G. Johnston and I travelled to- 
gether for a solid week, leaving St. Louis to 
attend the Western Kentucky sale at Mad- 
isonville, and with three days on my hands 
before the date of the Hal Royce sale at 
Austin, Indiana, I decided that his invitation 
to accompany him back East should be ac- 
cepted. 


For the benefit of mid-western readers 
who have never been to Washington I must 
make a few remarks. The Capitol City is 
very clean with many parks and monu- 
ments; however, it is not a large city, build- 
ings are no larger than in Chicago; it com- 
pares in area with Des Moines, Iowa; prices 
are higher than in the mid-west for food;

The climatic conditions which pre- 
vail in Texas make it an ideal testing 
ground for the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 
From the cold, windy prairies of the Pan- 
handle to the low swampy lands of the 
coastal region, Aberdeen-Angus thrive and 
prosper. It matters not whether we have 
drouths, blizzards, floods or extreme heat— 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed continues to 
spread over the entire Texas territory.

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Others have contributed materially to the 
Aberdeen-Angus growth in Texas, but space 
herein is limited. It is estimated that the 
Aberdeen-Angus gain in Texas in the last 
ten years has been over 500 per cent. The 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation reports 98 members (registered 
breeders) in Texas. The American associa- 
tion estimates there are 250 commercial 


producers of Aberdeen-Angus in Texas, 
owning around 75,000 cows. 

Registered herds in Texas number be- 
tween 20 and 30 head to the establishment, 
Texas Aberdeen-Angus leaders estimate. 
The Aberdeen-Angus breed is growing in 
Texas just as fast as the supply can be 
made available. It must be remembered 
that the first Aberdeen-Angus were import- 
ed to the corn belt region. The corn belt 
stockman’s tremendous preference for the 
Aberdeen-Angus has been like a magnet, 
drawing off the bulk of the surplus Aber- 
deen-Angus as they became available there. 
Stockmen from elsewhere have had to bid 
against this super-normal demand for Aber- 
deen-Angus within the Middlewest. But to- 
day, after seventy-one years, the supply of 
Aberdeen-Angus is becoming sufficient for 
all concerned, and Aberdeen-Angus are 
deep-rooted in every section of the nation.
